Crosier Fathers In Charge Of 
Diocesan Seminary Since 1939; 


Have Had 301 Students Enrolled 


Since taking over direction of 
the Sacred Heart Minor Seminary 
for the Diocese of Fort Wayne, 
the Crosier Fathers have had 301 
candidates for the priesthood un- 
der their supervision. Of these four 
are now ordained and four others 
will be ordained on June 11. 


The Crosier Fathers began their 
work in the Diocese in 1939. when 
they enrolled at Sacred Heart 
members of Freshmen, Sophomore 
and Pre-College Students. Their 
first classes were smal]—number- 
ing only 18—but the growth has

Founded In Belgium 


in the year 1211 by Blessed Theo- 
dore de.Celles. The members of 
the Order follow the rule of St. 
Augustine and St. Odilia is their 
patroness. Their principal work is 
the education of young men for the 
priesthood, although they also give 
missions and retreats and assist 
the secular clergy. 


The Crosier Fathers have car- 
ried on their work in the United 
States only since 1910. In that 
year a motherhouse was founded 
at Onamia,. Minnesota and students 
enrolled there who were to become 
members of the Order. The priests 
now conduct four seminaries in 
this country; the minor seminary 
at Lake Wawasee and another at 
Onamia, where students from Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin and North and 
South Dakota are accepted; two 
major seminaries, Sacred Heart at 
Fort Wayne and another at Hast- 
ings, Nebraska. 

First American to enter the Cro- 
sier Order was the Very. Rev. 
Thomas A. Brandon, 0.S:C. He 
is now Vicar General of the Order 
and maintains his headquarters at 
Sacred Heart Seminary in Fort 
Wayne. His appointment to head 
the Order in the United States was 
made on Easter Sunday in 1947.

Bishop To Officiate 
At Ceremonies For

Under the direction of the Very 
Rev. Leo W. Kapphahn, 0.S.C., 
rector, final arrangements have 
been completed for the solemn 
blessing and dedication of the new 
Our Lady of the Lake Seminary at 
Lake Wawasee. Ceremonies are 
set for Monday afternoon, May 23, 
with the Most Rev. John F. Noll, 
D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne, offi- 
ciating. 

Prior to the formal dedication 
an open house will be held for the 
laity on Sunday, May 22, from 
2:00 to 5:00 p.m. All residents of 
the Fort Wayne Diocese are in- 
vited to visit the seminary during 
these hours. The dedication itself 
will be open only to the clergy and 
will be followed by a dinner ex- 
clusively for them at five o’clock. 

Assisting Bishop Noll at the 
formal blessing and dedication of 
both the school and chapel depart- 
ments of the seminary will be 
Father Kapphahn and Father 
Francis P. Pitka, O.S.C., vice-rec- 
tor, who will serve as deacon and 
subdeacon. The Very Rev. Msgr. 
Charles J. Feltes, chancellor of the 
Fort Wayne Diocese, will serve as 
master of ceremonies. The dedi- 
cation will close with Solemn Bene- 
diction of the Blessed Sacrament. 


Purchased In 1947 


Our Lady of the Lake Seminary 
is housed in what was formerly 
the Spink Wawasee hotel. It was 
purchased by Our Sunday Visitor 
for the Diocese of Fort Wayne in 
September, 1947. Since then ex- 
tensive alterations and additions 
have been made at the site and 
the finishing touches were put to 
the beautiful new chapel only this 
week. Throughout this issue of 
Our Sunday Visitor are published 
pictures of both the interior and 
exterior of the seminary building. 

Prior to the entry of the United 

States into the second World War, 
Bishop Noll had planned the erec- 
tion of new seminary buildings on 
the site of Sacred Heart Seminary, 
a few miles north of Fort Wayne 
on the Auburn road. Architects’ 
drawings were made and estimates 
invited on the cost of the build- 
ings, but work on them had to be 
postponed because wartime re- 
strictions were placed on build- 
ing. 
Following the war, plans were 
again discussed for the building 
program, but again delay was en- 
countered because of excessive 
building costs. What had been 
planned as construction work cost- 
ing approximately $500,000 in 1946 
was estimated at almost five times 
that amount—and sufficient money 
for such a large expenditure was 
not at hand. 

In the summer of 1947 Bishop 
Noll learned that the Spink Wawa- 
see hotel might be available for 
purchase and investigated the pose

Oita, Japan—(NC)—About 209 
old Christian graves have been 
discovered by the Rev. Mario 
Marega, historian and research 
worker, in the village of Meiji, 
near Oita, while about 180 others 
have been discovered in the near- 
by village of Yufuin. 


Father Marega hopes to be able 
to report additional finds in Oita 
itself since the city officials have 
decided to remove all old graves 
to the mountains in order to fac- 
ilitate the rebuilding of this war- 
damaged city. He js_ therefore 
devoting himself intensively to the 
work of inspecting all the city 
cemeteries with a view to identi- 
fying the Christian graves before 
they are removed.

Actually strict identification of 
the graves is impossible since no 
religious services were allowed over 
the graves of Christians and no 


inscriptions were permitted dur-} 
ing the centuries of persecution. 


There are, however, positive in- 
dications which: warrant the classi- 
fication of many of these unidenti- 
fied tombs as Christian. In the 
first place, the people of the vil- 
lage of Meiji call these tombs 
“heterodox.” Secondly, such tombs 
are found only in places mention- 
ed by the old Christian records as 
eenters of Christianity. A third 
argument is that these tombs are 
similar in shape to those of the 
old Christians in Nagasaki.

Reported 13th Century 
Paper Of St. Albert 
The Great Found 


Freiburg, Germany — (NC) - 
Jr. Friedrich Stegmueller, of i- 
3 burg University, ‘has discovered 

what appears to be the oldest or- 
iginal manuscript of medieval the- 
ology so far known among old pa- 
pers of the University of Upsala 
in Sweden. “The manuscript is a 
paper by St. Albert the Great, 
the famous Dominican philosopher 
and theologian who had St. Thomas 
Aquinas as a pupil, on the second 
volume of the “Sentences” of Peter 
Lombardus. It includes‘a commen- 
tary on Genesis and some notes 
on economic problems of the time. 

The paper seems to have served 
the Saint for his lectures at the 
University of Paris in 1246. Prob- 
ably the manuscript was taken 
from Germany to Sweden in the 
course of the Swedish wars of the 
seventeenth century.

What We Believe About God's Mother 


REY. RICHARD GINDER 


ILE we Catholics often speak of Mary as the Mother of God, certainly none of us believes 

that she existed from all eternity or that she is a kind of Christian goddess. No, she was 

a creature who had no existence at all before her birth around 16 B.C. or thereabouts. She was 

born quite naturally and without miracles of any sort—just like the rest of mankind (saving 
‘Our Lord), and tradition gives the name of her parents to be Saints Ann and Joachim. 

But it was her singular privilege to be chosen by God as the Mother of Jesus, the Second 
Person of the Blessed Trinity. Now this is the way we reason: 
the Mother of Jesus. Therefore Mary is the Mother of God. 

We know that she was a very lovable and holy person. Of all the women on earth, she 
was the one elected by God to be the Mother of His Son. The Archangel Gabriel called her “Full 
of Grace,” and St. Luke devotes thirty-three verses of his Gospel to her. She kept faith in the 
ministry of her Son, for His last moments on the Cross were spent in assuring her a home with 
St. John. And even after He left the earth, we find the Apostles in the upper room, persever- 
ing in prayer with Mary, the Mother of Jesus (Acts 1:14)*. 

Now if the Angel Raphael was able to offer the prayer of Tobias to the Lord (Tobias 
12:12, Douay Version); if an angel could pray for Jerusalem and the cities of Juda (Zacha- 
vias 1:12); if St. Peter could promise to pray for his converts after his death (II Peter 1:15); 
if St. John in his vision saw the four and twenty ancients offering the prayers of the saints to 
God (Revelation 5:8); isn’t it logical to infer that the Mother of Jesus also can offer our prayers 
to her Son and to the Everlasting Father? Isn’t this true especially in view of the fact that 
Our Lord’s first miracle was worked at her request—the changing of the water to wine at the

without prior authorization by the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs,” 

If the Church of Christ was to 
be international and not to have 
its seat of government in Bulgaria, 
for instance, then that law does 
not spell “separation of Church 
and State,” but domination of the 
Church by the Stat.. That a sub- 
servient church, purely national in 
character, may alone exist in Bul- 
garia is clear from Article 25 
which forbids any “church organi- 
zation outside of Bulgaria to main- 
tain missions, churches, etc. in Bul- 
garia.” 


A Slave Church 

But the kind of slave church 
which the government insists on 
having is disclosed in Article 32, 
which reads: 

“All church statutes, laws, and 
regulations must be approved by 
the Minister, who has the right to 
demand their amendment or with- 
drawal.” 

Article 33 forbids priests or min- 
isters to function in any place in 
Bulgaria unless a state official ap- 
proves of them. That is, accord- 
ing to the new Bulgarian law of 
“freedom of conscience and relig- 
ion.” 

In our country the.Church enjoys 
the freedom to criticize the govern- 
ment and government policies, but 
a few weeks ago from Warsaw, Po- 
land, it was reported that “a series 
of arrests of high church officials 
will soon be made for participation 
in anti-state activities.” The chief 
anti-State activity is criticism of 
the Communist state for attempt- 
ing to abolish religious instruction 
even in schools founded as relig- 
ious schools, and criticism of the 
anti-Christian activities of the 
state. If the state may engage in 
anti-Christian activities, why is it 
wrong for the Church to engage 
in pro-Christian activities, which 
is implied to be anti-State activi- 
ties ?

It is entitled “The Ameri- 
can Churches, An Interpretation” 
and comes from the pen of William 
Warren Sweet (New York, 1948). 
The quotation runs as follows: 

| Roman Catholicism

Now this is an extraordinary 
statement from any point of view. 
We are told that only where Cath- 
olics are a minority—and the au- 
thor’s “tolerance” extends to pro- 
posing that they be kept as such— 
do Catholics even give lip service 
to religious liberty. The supposi- 
tion is that in those cases where 
they are a majority the rules are 
thrown out and no punches are 
held to browbeat and tyranize the 
unfortunate non-Catholic minority. 

It is true that there are many 
countries in the world today where 
Catholies are both a majority of 
the population and dominant in the 
government. In many so-called 
Catholic countries, such as most of 
those of Hispanic America, while 
Catholics are nominally on top of

Meaning Of Mass 


Among Catholics Christ’s 
atonement is not regarded as an 
event that took place during the 
remote past, in which they could 
believe even apart from faith, 


Christ is regarded as a Savior 
ever-present, applying to each 
individual the fruits of the re- 
demption which, on Calvary, He 
offered to all mankind in general. 


The Mass itself has that mean- 
ing, while Protestants hold that 
the people come to the priest as 
their mediator and as the agent 
of God to bring salvation to their 
souls. All the vestments worn 
by the priest have a relation to 
the passion of Christ, and the 
outer vestment, the Chasuble, 
carries a figure or an imprint 
of the cross of Christ. 


To dismiss the Mass by a mere 
gesture or to laugh it away is no 
argument against it. It was of- 
fered from the days of the Apos- 
tles among all Christians of the 
world for fifteen centuries. It is 
still offered by the Orthodox 
Churches which have been sever- 
ed from Rome 500 years longer 
than Protestantism. Hence 
three-fourths of all the Chris- 
tians in the world today still 
have the Mass, and through it 
are kept in the closest touch with 
Christ’s Redemption. 


Against the need of the Mass 
Protestants quote St. Paul, who 
speaks of Christ having offered 
Himself once. But in the same 
letter to the Hebrews St. Paul 


one thousand years before 
Christ, as “a priest forever 
according to the order of Mel- 
chisedeck.” Melchisedeck offered 
bread and wine in a sacrifiec as

“Order” that Christ was to be a

They, 
therefore, live in far greater 
union and intimacy with Christ 
than those could possibly do who 
think of Him as the One Who 
died for them along with billions 
of others nineteen centuries ago, 
and with whom they effect rela- 
tionship only by “accepting Him 
as their Savior.” 


Catholics not only accept 
Christ as their Savior, but try 
to think of Him in that capa- 
city many times a day, follow the 
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way of His cross and repeat the 
words exchanged between the 
Archangel and Mary on the day

It is a thought for all diploma- 
bent seniors with the future on 
their conscience as well as lyrics 
on their lips. It is thought, too, 
that fits well at this time of year: 
half-way between May, when Hos- 
pital Day occurs, and June, the 
month of Lowell’s Vision of Sir 
Launfal. 

Of all the occupations and pro- 
fessions beckoning to young people 
today, there is no field or group of 
callings—with the single possible 
exception of education—closer to 
religious ideals, and none in greater 
need of recruits, than the ranks of 
the medical worker. 


No matter how the contemporary 
debates on more or less govern- 
ment medical service turn out, any 
program that is evolved depends 
on the number and kind of staff 
workers available to put it into 
action. And that is where Christ- 
ianity comes in. 


Christ The Healer 


The history of humanity back to 
primitive ages bears the trace of 
medical interest, of the groping 
for medical knowledge in order to 
cure or allay some of mankind’s 
ills. But also from earliest times 
both medital man and medical idea 
seem to have had in them some- 
thing of the divine, a_ religious 
association. The missionary, as is 


well-known, has won the conference 
of backward, primitive—even bar- 
baric—people by his know-how in 
halting a headache or cooling a 
childish fever. This is effectively 
dramatized again and again in 
recent books and movies. One has 
only to think of “The Keys of the 
Kingdom” for example, 


Even more appealing than Christ, 
the Teacher, from the pages of 
the New Testament rises the figure 
of Christ, the Divine Physician. 
In the unforgettable parable of the 
good Samaritan we are given a 
type of the first ambulance driver, 
the first emergency hospital, the 
first medical social worker. 


Hospital and nursing history 
back through the dusty corridors of 
time is allied with the rise of the 
Christian Church and of Christian 
society. This is penned in letters 
of gold from the Orient to the 
Occident, from the days of the 
deaconesses of St. Paul to those 
of the Knights Hospitaller of St. 
John of God; from the Hotel Dieu 
of medieval Paris and Lyons to the 
backwoods settlement hospital of 
Jeanne Mance and the Canadian 
New World; from the lazaretto of 
St. Catherine of Siena to today’s 
New Orleans skyscraper: Charity 
Hospital of the spiritual daughters 
of St. Vincent de Paul. 


Contemporary civilization is 
binding up the wounds of the cost- 
liest, bloodiest, largest-scale war 
the world has yet known. Occu- 
pational choice for the young grad- 
uate is a solemn _ responsibility. 
Wherever he or she goes, what- 
ever is done, will carry with it its 
uniquely social obligations if we 
truly want a better world—or to 
state it more grimly and in the 
teen-ager’s own expression: if we 
want a world—period.

Our. American society is_ still 
democratic and Christian, we claim. 
And when it is a question of plead- 
ing for the sick, the helpless, the 
aged, democracy and Christianity 
stand shoulder to shoulder. Under 
totalitarianism the sick, the dis- 
abled, and the old are no longer 
considered important or useful and 
so “mercy-killing”: and other im- 
moral and atheistic practices are 
carried out. We must not let that 
happen here. 


But such a philosophy and the 
advocating of such measures can 
easily creep in if fewer and fewer 
young people are found who are 
willing to train themselves and de- 
vote themselves in the unsélfish 
vocation of ministering to sick 
humanity. If Catholics and others 
with strong ethical principles turn 
down such work, some of it will be 
taken up by those interested only 
in science from a _ materialistic 
viewpoint, And some of it will be 
neglected entirely. 

Our hospitals, civilian and mil- 
itary, are crowded with patients 
needing good care, more assistance, 
and better chances at rehabilita- 
tion. Many more are waiting ad- 
mission. And many more hospitals 
would be built if personnel could 
be found to staff them. The same 
is true of out-patient departments, 
clinics, and treatment centers. 

The medical fields need many 
hands in their “unrelenting cru- 
sade against disease in all its mal- 
evolent forms—a _ crusade, too, 
toward the positive values of light 


and health and sanitation.” All the 
workers in these fields participate 
in a social service that must be

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Pearl the last thing thought 
of in planning a wedding is 
the actual ceremony. Announce- 
ments are made, showers held, the 
honeymoon routed and reservations 
made, gowns designed, corsages 
ordered, invitations sent out. Then 
someone remembers that nobody at 
the Rectory has been informed. So 
off the happy bride rushes, with the 
bewitched groom in tow, to tell 
tye pastor when, how, and with 
what they intend to be married. 

This sometimes feads to compli- 
cations. Some other couple may 
have had the same day and time in 
mind and been thoughtful enough 
to make arrangements early. Or 
there may be’a special service like 
Exposition, Forty Hours, Confirm- 
ation, scheduled. for the very time 
chosen for the wedding. It may 
be that Father Juniper, upon whom 
the honor of Officiating is to be 
conferred, has for that day or hour 
some definite engagement that can- 
not be cancelled. 

Unfortunately, the love that 
laughs at locksmiths does not al- 
ways have the key to such compli- 
cations. Better far to find out what 
you have and when you can have 
it, re your marriage, than make a 
lot of plans and set a date that 
must be remade and reset. 

Don’t invite Cousin Janice to 
sing “At Dawning” and then have 
it dawn on you that they don’t al- 
low that' number in church, or that 
they don’t permit outside singers 
to perform there, or that they just 
don’t allow vocalizing at weddings. 
Don’t engage the florist to build 
an arbor from the door to the altar 
until you have made sure the past- 
or has no objections to driving nails 
in the pews, setting dirt-clogged 
pot bottoms on the seats to leave 
nice rings there till the next time 
the church is redecorated, spraying 
the whole center aisle to keep the’ 
garlands fresh for the marriage. 

Look Before You Leap 

Look before you leap applies to 
the wedding.as well as to the court- 
ship. Once in a great while it even 
happens that you can’t get mar- 
ried in church at all. Better see the 
priest early and avoid embarrass- 
ment and inconveniences for your- 
selves and the clergy. They like 
all the world, ‘love a lover and 
will do everything they can to 
please. But there are rules and 


Yegulations ever which they have 


little or no control. Neither you 
nor they can do anything about 
that. And there are local customs 
that you must not ignore or over- 
ride. They may or may not be reas- 
onable or necessary; they may be 
quite liturgical, authoritative, can- 
onical, or they may be arbitrary, 
eccentric, ultra-religious. But there 
they are; bucking them only makes 
things unpleasant and adds to the 
difficulty of both priest and the 
parties.

Customs Vary 

Speaking of customs, there is 
than in the manner of marriage. 
Some are based upon old diocesan 
statutes, some are of national or- 
igin from the early days of the 
parish, some are of local origin, 
some are just old customs without 
much reason at all. An example of 
this last is that usually the parties 
stand for the instruction and ac- 
tual consent, the “I will” that is 
the real marriage, and then kneel 
for the more purely ceremonial “I 
take thee,” the blessing. of the 
ring, etc. 
Yet the instruction in the Roman 
Ritual makes it quite clear that 
for the questions “Wilt thou” and 
for the answers “I will,” the par- 
ties to the marriage are to kneel, 
as they do for other sacraments 
except Baptism and, in most cases, 
Extreme Unction. It is odd, when 
you think of it, to stand for the 
sacrament and kneel for the sacra- 
mentals, to mrarry before the steps 
and mount them for the trimmings, 
to skip through the essence and 
emphasize the addenda. But that’s 
what’s done generally. 


It would be hard, in most dio- 
ceses, to find two churehes where 
the details of marriage are not 
without variations. In some church- 
es the parties kneel on the lowest 
step, in some on the highést, in 
some on a predieu. In some the 
wedding party genuflect all togeth- 
er on arrival and before leaving; 
in others they do it two by two. 


These differences, or rather vari- 
ations are multiplied gwhen there 
is‘ a Nuptial Mass. Sometimes the 
newly-weds alone remain in the 
sanctuary; sometimes the chief at- 
tendants stay with them. They may 
come to the altar for the special 
parts of the Mass and Communion 
or stay in their places, or split 
the difference one way or another. 
Or have that double predieu again. 
There is almost infinite variety in 
the marriage rite. ! 


Never A Tux 


Mrs, Post can tell you about in- 
vitations and costume; only the 
local clergy can tell you the local 
customs. But you can be sure of 
one thing. The tuxedo is never cor-

a veil, he must wear formal at- 
tire, AM or PM according to time;

The word 
nurse as identified by Webster 
means “to nourish.” In the past 
women of intelligence and adven- 
ture entered nursing and by their 
dedication to the ideal of a vo- 
cation built in the public mind an 
enviable place. How now to re- 
tain that attitude keeping ever 
the thoughts of a vocation versus 
career is a challenge to the best of 
our readers and to all graduates 
everywhere, 

The preparation or the learning 
by a nurse is neither simple nor 
inexpensive, Schoo] and individuals 
must pay. The day is past when 
hospitals exploited student nurses. 
Cheap labor does not come so 
cheaply from the student when 
she must be supervised by a grad- 
uate nurse in every one of. her 
learning processes (actual care of 
the patient). On the other hand 
the student nurse is financially 
ahead of her sister who is at- 
tending. a college of arts and 
sciences, and who must pay three 
times the fees of a student in a

What is the 
reason? Authorities have numer- 
ous answers but let us be factual. 
The R. N. has not the social eclat 
of an A. B. Why? I do not intend 
to supply the answer, but in my 
opinion nursing is a preparation 
for a way of life. The nurse’s 
learning, which begins with her 
objectives in the School of Nurs- 
ing, does not cease when she 
leaves the profession to enter 
matrimony, which nearly all wo- 
men have an inherent God-given 
desire to do. She still wishes to 
feed the hungry, give drink to the 
thirsty, etc., just as she did while 
practising nursing. 


We must re-emphasize the worth 
of a vocation and from that will 


}come careers. We must not allow 


our services to the patient to be 
cheapened by elevation of ma- 
terial value above its rightful 
place, but we must give dignity 
and recognition to our bedside 
nurse. e person who “nour- 
ishes” us. 


The time has arrived for some- 
one to define “nursing” as it is 
practiced today. The results of 
the advancement of medicine both 
in diagnosis and treatment have 
. nurses an enormous 
er yr ity. Much has been ad- 

little taken away. We must 
produce more nurses of the edu- 
cational and also dedicated stand- 


ards we desire. 


As an alumna of St. Joseph, I 
salute young nurses. caution 
you-- know your leaders, be loyal 
but critical. not let self-seeking 
individuals in or outside your pro- 
fession cause you to lose your 
right to a profession.

HIS won’t be a column about sports. Its author isn’t Jim Costin. 
It will deal with a great sportsman who was Jim Costin. 
As you probably knew before you started reading, and as you cer- 
tainly know now, Jim is dead. 


Death came for Jim suddenly and unexpectedly early Sunday 
morning, May 8. The day before, although he had passed up the Ken- 
tucky Derby, he was on the job as usual and had covered a couple of 
Notre Dame athletic events for his paper, the South Bend Tribune. 


During the night Jim complained that he was troubled with chest 
pains caused, he said, by a touch of indigestion. He told his wife, 
Jane, not to worry and went to his absent son’s bedroom so he wouldn't, 
in his restlessness, disturb her sleep. 


In the morning Jim suggested that Jane and their daughter Mina 
go to an early Mass. If he didn’t feel better upon their return, he told 
them, he’d call a doctor. He was sleeping soundly and normally when 
they left. When Jane and Mina came home, less than an hour later, 
Jim was dead. 


Funeral services were held May 11 at Holy Cross Church in South 
Bend. Seores of sports greats turned out to pay their last respects 
to a capable sports writer and a beloved friend. Frank Leahy and the 
entire Notre Dame sports and publicity staffs were there. So were 
Johnny Lujack and George Connor. Eight members of 1947-’48 Notre 
Dame football team were Jim's pallbearers. Leahy, by the way, 
changed plans for a trip to Boston and flew both ways to be present. 

Leahy paid this tribute to Jim: 

“The news of Jim Costin’s sudden death was a tremendous shock 
to all of us at Notre Dame. We will all miss his writings. He was a 
great sports writer. Although not a graduate, he was certainly a great 
Notre Dame man. Even more than his loss as a writer, I will miss 
his friendship and companionship. It is hard for me to put my thoughts 
into mere words, but I think America is a great country because of men 
like Jim Costin, men devoted to their family and their work, I will 
always be happy that I knew him well.” 


Jim’s body lies at rest in the Catholic cemetery in South Bend, just 
back of Qnute Rockne’s, his close friend who inspired Jim to devote 
his talents to sports writing, and near those of George Koegan and 
George Nicholson, former basketball and track coaches at Notre Dame. 
Jim would like that company, 


The day after Jim’s death we called on Mrs. Costin and also met 
Jim, Jr., who had flown home from an army camp in Texas. Copies 
of Jim’s paper were on the table and we read his obituary. “Did you 
notice their mention of Jim’s greatest column?” Jane asked. “He 
would have appreciated that. Visitor readers never let him forget that 
column,” 


Returning to the office we started through the day’s mail. In it 
was a request for “the column Jim Costin wrote about five or six 
years ago when his daughter became a nun.” The man who wanted 
that column didn’t know Jim was dead. He was only one of thousands 
who had read it and then months or years later wanted another copy 
of it.

At Notre Dame that afternoon we had stopped at the sports pub- 
licity office hoping to see Charlie Callahan. But he and Leahy were at 
the Costin home. They left just before we got there. That evening 
Charlie called us long distance. We talked about Jim. “Don’t forget to 
mention his greatest column,” Charlie cautioned. “If I were you, I’d 
reprint it. It’d do a lot of good, and there could be nothing Jim would 
like better.” 


We think so too. The column follows as it was written on August 
17, 1942, when the elder of the Costin girls, now Sister M. Georgia, 
was received into the Sisters of Holy Cross, just across the highway 
from Notre Dame: 


A Religious Ceremony 


“It’s early in the morning of a beautiful August day, and you're 
out on the grounds of St. Mary’s convent, out hard by Notre Dame’s 
spacious. grounds. In fact, you catch yourself glancing through the 
tree tops at the gold dome over the Notre Dame campus and, seeing 
it, you’re reassured a little bit; maybe jt’s all right to be where you 
are, at that. You think you’ve been around a lot, and have seen a lot, 
and have done a lot. Oh, sure, sure. But here’s something you've 
never done before. You’ve never before arisen early in the morning 
to go out to a convent to attend a religious ceremony. Of course, 
other people you know well have done it, and you're wondering if they 
felt like you did when the day came for them to do what you're 
doing now—waiting to go into a convent church early in the morning 
to see some of the Church’s magnificent ritual as it unfolds at reception 
and profession ceremonies in a convent. It kinda gets you; I mean, 
it kinda gets a guy like me.

On The Other Side 

Let us take the single Swiss 
canton of Fribourg. It is about as 
Catholic as Quebec. Moreover, it 
is militantly Catholic, use of 
the civil war of a hundred years 
ago. Each Swiss canton is virtual- 
ly autonomous in most administra- 
tive matters and each represents a 
sort of small republic within the 
general confederation. The Protes- 
tants in Fribourg enjoy every free- 
dom they can possibly wish. There 
is a Protestant in the cantonal gov- 
ernment even though the canton 
does not have a half dozen Pro- 
testant churches, All function with- 
out the least restriction. Publica- 
tions and the like are quite free, 


wil: of the majority which may or 
may not prefer a Protestant in a 
public office, 


If this is true of three Catholic 
areas where Catholics could, if they 
wanted, do whatever they desired, 
how about the inverse of the pic- 
ture? This brings up the second 
point I have raised. There are two 
countries where the most serious 
disabilities exist as regards Catho- 
lics, and both of them are popular- 
ly regarded as reasonably progres- 
sive and democratic. They are 
Switzerland and Sweden. The case 
of Switzerland is most interesting. 
The Swiss constitution provides 
that no new diocese may be erected 
in the country without the approval 
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of the civil government. Article 51 
states that the Jesuits may not 
exist in Switzerland and even, in 
individual cases, all teaching actiy- 
ity is forbidden them. The consti- 
tution provides that similar action 
may be extended to other religious 
communities. Article 52. states 
that no new religious communities 
may be formed. 


Here is the case of one of the 
most democratic nations in Europe. 
The civil government intervenes in 
the determination of the erection of 
a diocese. The Jesuits are rigor- 
ously excluded and, even if they 
there as individuals, cannot 
teach. No new religious commun- 
ity may be set up because it vio- 
lates the constitution. One may 
argue that this is the consequence 
of an historical fact and forms a 
part of the tradition of Switzer- 
land. The place of Protestants in 
Spain is also the result of his- 
torical facts, and forms a part of 
the national tradition. 


In democratic Sweden the situa- 
tion is so fantastic as to be almost 
unbelievable. Today, in. this year 
of grace 1949, a Swedish Catholic 
wishing a passport must get a cer- 
tificate of good conduct from the 
Luthern parish, which he never 
attends. Two Swedish Catholics 
propose to marry. They must have 
their bans published in the Luth- 
eran Church of which they are not 
communicants. Moreover, if a 
Swede wishes to become a Catho- 
lic, do you think that he merely 
applies to a priest and then takes 
instruction and ultimately becomes 
one? Not at all. He must have the 
intention published in the Lutheran 
church. 


In a word, everything possible is 
done in terms of human respect to 
make his entrance into the Catho- 
lic Church as burdensome, publicly 
reprehensible in a Protestant 
country, as it can be. Moreover, 
no Catholic may teach in the state 
primary schools of Sweden. No 
Catholic can serve in certain gov- 
ernment positions and no religious 
community may own property. All 
of this is on the statute books to- 
day, and is by no means merely a 
holdover from the days of Gustavus 
Adolphus. The Catholic in modern 
Sweden has a dozen times over the 
disabilities that the Protestant in 
Spain does, 

The argument may be, as I have 
heard it, that after all there are 
only a few thousand Catholics in 
Sweden, so what difference does it 
make? One cannot expect a coun- 
try to legislate for these tiny min- 
orities. It would be as though the 
United States legislated on behalf 
of Moslems or Buddhists simply be- 
cause a handful of them are 
scattered about the nation. But 
doesn’t the self-same argument “ 
ply to Spain? There are prob- 
ably no more than 4,000 native 
Spanish Protestants in the whole 
of Spain. Obviously legislation does 
not take into account this micro- 
scopic minority or make special 
provision for them. 

To those well meaning, but ill- 
informed Americans who want us 
to set out on a crusade to free 
Protestants in Spain, I would sug- 
gest that they also take the prop- 
er measures for the submerged 
Catholics ix Sweden. Might it not 
be a good thing to organize some 
sort of association for the libera- 
tion from thralldom of the Catho- 
lic population of Sweden? 


Identical Logic 


The logic of the two cases ifs 
absolutely identical. The only dif- 
ference that too many of our 


fellow citizens can become alli 


worked up when a non-Catholic is 
said to suffer some disability, but 
if the victim or supposed victim 
is a Catholic, then he is probably 
only getting his just due for the 
intolerance he would manifest if 
he only had a chance. 


It is a sad thing that intolerance 
toward Catholics is chalked up to 
the assumed inherent intolerance of 
Catholies themselves. Perhaps if 
the facts could be more widely 
spread and Catholics themselves 
were better informed, we might 
manage to show that Catholics 
have, taken as a whole, a fairly 
good record of respect for the con- 
science of minorities. After all, 
our religion is based firmly on the 
fact that no one can be forced to 
be a Catholic. As a matter of fact 
many who want to be are amazed 
at the difficulty of getting in, and 
the time and effort it takes to 
prove their intention and sincerity, 


Isn’t it time to call a halt to this 
incredible nonsense about Spain as 
a medievally minded, obscurantist 
country where Protestants are still 
at least symbolically burned at the 
stake, and their lives made miser- 
able? The mote in the other eye 
has an alarming tendency to as- 
sume gigantic proportions as 
against the beam in our own.

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African Convert-Ruler 
Calls On Prelates 
During Belgian Visit 


Brussels—(NC) — Mutara Ru- 
dahigiva, the convert Mwami 
(monarch or sultan) of Ruanda in 
the Belgian Congo, was received 
by several Catholic prelates and 
visited a number of Catholic insti- 
tutions during his stay in Belgium 
as the guest of the Minister of 
Colonies, 

The 39-year-old Mwami became 
ruler of Ruanda in 1931 and was 
baptized in 1943 in the presence of 
tens of thousands of his subjects. 
According to Father Van Over- 
schelde, fe is an exemplary ruler, 
fully concerned about the welfare 
of his people. Though hig wife has 
not borne him a child, he made 
a public renunciation of polygamy 
before his conversion. In the year 
of his baptism he also consecrated 
his realm to Christ the King and 
the Blessed Mother.

The following year, Mr. Mat- 
thews visited more than 12 coun- 
tries in Europe, Africa and Asia 
on a relief inspection tour. In the 
course of this tour, he was received 
by the Holy Father and conferred 
with many distinguished Church- 
men, rulers and high military of- 
ficials.

principles to every-day life just as 
quickly as they are made known 
and placed at its disposal.” 


In describing the tremendous 
part that science has played in the 
development of man’s material re- 
sources, Mr. Vance nevertheless 
made it clear that science alone 
did not provide the answer to man’s 
ultimate destiny. A knowledge of 
science without an understanding 
of the spiritual values leaves men 
only half-educated, he warned. Un- 
less colleges teach their students 
that the spiritual as well as ma- 
terial traditions of man shape his 
thinking and actions, then they 
will have failed in their task, ac- 
cording to Mr. Vance. 


Dean Freund, in addressing more 
than 300 college engineering pro- 
fessors and representatives of in- 
dustry in attendance at the meet- 
ing, stressed that there is “need 
for much better teamwork between 
engineers in plant and field and the 
teachers of engineering.” In spite 
of recruiting activity, engineering 
research, consulting assignments 
and the like, the fact remairis that 
“too many industrialists are not 
informed concerning the colleges 
of engineering,” he pointed out. 


Dean Dougherty, ‘speaking on 
“Professional Registration of En- 

ineers,” attributed a great part of 
the unity in the engineering pro- 
fession to laws requiring the regis- 
tration of engineers. “The State 
has recognized the profession as 
having legal status ... and as a 
result the people in the state un- 
derstand better the difference be- 
tween a professional and a non- 
professional,” he said. “It has 
set up a definition of professional 
status—graduation plus four years 
experience—or eight years experi- 
ence with an examination ... The 
next great step will be to improve 
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the registration laws, to get bet- 
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North, South, East or West 
~— whatever direction sorrow 
and loss may strike , . . on 
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ter enforcement; to make the laws 
apply to all practicing engineers 
and to make it easier for engineers 
to pass from state to state.’ 


The Rev, John J. Cavanaugh, 
C.8.C., President of Notre Dame, 
welcomed the group to Notre Dame, 
and Dean Karl Schoenherr, of the 
Notre Dame College of Engineer- 
ing, discussed the activity and re- 
search being conducted in the 
Notre Dame engineering school.
